Applicant has amended claim 19 in the amendment filed on August 26, 2008. 
The claims 19-22 are considered allowable. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention relates to a compound having the Formula

of R3 and R4 being not hydrogen, and one or more of CF2 of the perfluoroalkyi group 
optionally replaced by CH2, O, CO, S or NH; Ai and A3 each represents a single bond, 
A2 and A4 each represents a thiophene ring; one or more of CH groups in the ring 
optionally have a substituent; r is an integer of 1 to 10; X, Z and L are respectively an 
integer of 0 to 20 provided that the sum X+Z+L are respectively an integer of 0 to 20 
provided that the sum X+Z+L is an odd number; Y is an even number of not more than 




wherein Ri and R2 are 
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20; P is an odd number not more tlian 19 and m is an integer of 2 to 500. Tine closest 
prior art is Chmil, et al. (US Patent 6,124,475). The compound having the above 
Formula is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art.
